She asks that a judgment of $80,000 
be awarded and that, in addition, Lau- 
man give an accognting of money be- 
longing to the estate which she alleges 
he has used in his hardware and saloon 
business. Lauman is president of the 
Lauman-Fattman Hardware Co. at 403 
North Vandeventer avenue. 

Sues for Herself and Niece. 

The plaintiff sues for herself and as 
executrix of her sister, Alwina Kroeger, 
who died July 15, leaving a daughter, 
Mrs. Clara Kroeger Berkemeter. 

It is alleged in the petition that the 
plaintiff, her sister and the defendant 
were the sole heirs of John F. Lauman. 
Their mother died in 1898. 

On Sept. 14, 1897, the petition says, the 
heirs sold the sotuheast corner of Tenth 
etreet and Franklin avenue for $66,300. 
J. F. William Lauman took charge of 
this. money with the alleged understand- 
ing that it was to be divided equally 
among the three heirs. He used $700 
to improve the property at 3619-21 Cote 
Brilliante avenue. The propriety of this 
action is not questioned by the plaintiff. 
In 1897, it is alleged, Lauman loaned 
$12,000 on real estate at Fourteenth and 
Spruce streets. Ldter this mortgage was 
foreclosed and Lauma’ bought in the 
property in his own nr ne for_ $13,000. It 
is charged that on Dec. 6, 1909, he wrong- 
fully borrowed $2100 on this Spruce 
street property. 

Rental Income 8300 Monthly. 

From Sept. 13, 1897, until a short time 
ago, the petition says, Lauman has had 
control of a]l other real estate belonging 
to the heirs, the rental income being 
$300 a month. Out of this rental, it is 
asserted, he paid only $0 a month to 
each of his sisters. 

It is charged also that he failed to 
account for the $66,300 obtained for the 
property at Tenth street and Franklin 
avenue. 

The petition also alleges that he came 
into possession of a $4000 deed of trust 
in which his sisters should have shared 
and that’ he has appropriated large 
sums Of money for use in his hardware 
and saloon business.

BIGAMIST BOUGHT 
BY FIRST WIFE 


Mrs. Siebold Tells How Husband 
Inveigled Her Into Purchas- 
ing Wedding Outfit. 








HE TELEPHONES TO HER 





‘“‘Dear, Come Bail Me Out,”’ He 
Says—She Merely Hangs 
Up Receiver. 





Mrs. Olga Meyer Siebold, 2048 Obear 
avenue, Wednesday resisted three ap- 
peals for aid from her husband, Frank 


J.«Siebold. who is in jail at Fulton, 
Mo., charged with bigamy and forgery. 

The first came by telephone. She was 
about her household duties in the fore- 
noon when she got a long distance call. 
She was astonished when she heard her 
husband’s voice. 

‘This is Frank, dearie,” he said. “I 
want you to come up here and sign my 
bond for $3500. You had better do it, 
too, and avoid trouble.” 

Mrs. Siebold’s only answer was to 
hang up the telephone receiver. She 
went at once to the office of Frank 
E. Miller, a North Grand avenue real 
estate dealer who is her legal guardian. 
She had scarcely reached there when 
the Sheriff of Callaway County called 
up Miller. 

The Sheriff asked him to induce Mrs. 
Siebold to go to Fulton. Miller also 
hung up the telephone receiver without 
further reply. Mrs. Siebold went home. 
At the door a messenger boy gave her 
a telegram. It said: 

“Dear Wife: Come at once and alone 
to Fulton, Mo. FRAN K.”’ 

Not even this appeal moved her. Mrs. 
Siebold remembered that her husband 
bad induced her to buy his ‘‘trousseau’”’ 
for his second marriage, silk pajamas 
and all, and her heart hardened against 
him. 

Help Far From Her Mind, 

She told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that she had been a close 
student of Siebold’s past, that he had 
a long criminal record, that she was 
convineed he and another convict, when 
he was in _ the Mistou penitentiary, 
framed a “conspiracy; at Siebold was 
to marry her for her money. She 
declared nothing .was further from her 
mind than to help him. 

“I believe he heard in.the prison that 
my father had died and left me an 
estate worth between $75,000 and $100,- 
000," she said, “and that he set about 
deliberately to work upon my sympa- 
thies and get me to marry him. 

“Through a mutual friend I learned 
last winter that he was in prison under 
the name of Charles White. He wrote 
me a pathetic letter telling he was the 
Frank Siebold I knew when a child and 
asked if I would permit him to write 
to me. He said he had committed an 
error while in drink and had been sent 
to prison. 

“IT let him write to me and then, with 
a friend, visited him at the prison. He 
told me he wanted a chance and pro- 
fessed to love me. When he left the 
prison he came to St. Louts, shared our 
home with me and our family and later 
we were married. 

“When he came from Jefferson City 
he brought with him another ex-con- 
vict. After‘our marriage he induced me 
to let the man live in our home. I be- 
lieve now that this man was in a con- 
spiracy with him. Bit this man sud- 
denly left the city. 

“Siebold helped me in the manage- 
ment of my property on Obear avenue, 
where I have several apartments. He 
tried to induce me to sell out and go 
with him to California. I be . gus- 
picious of him and had Miller 
named my guardian. He g jealous of 
Miller. : 

Bought His Trousseau. 

“Several months agomhe told me he 
wished to visit his mdr in Chicago. 
I bought him a lot of € hing, which I 
know now he wished because he intend- 
ea tO marry this unfortunate girl at 
New. Bloomfield. 1 got him three new 
suits of clothes, several suits of silk 
pajamas, silk hosiery, shirts, ties, etc. 
Then I went to Pacific, Mo., to visit a 
sister. 

“The next day he showed the p-ople 
at our house a fake telegram ich 
purported to be from me. It ssauith y 
sister was dying and asked him to come 
to Pacific at once. He put all his new 
finery into a trunk and left town.” 

Mrs. Siebold’s next knowledge of her 
husband’s movements was when she 
found a letter at their home from Miss 
Malone, asking him to come at once, 
as she had bought her trougseau. The 
wife found that Siebold and Miss Ma- 
lone were married in New Bloomfield 
Aug. 27 and employed a detective agen- 
\cy to trace him.. 

Her first step was te consult the po- 
lice records. A Memorandum furnished 
by the department said thet Steboid 
had been known by the names of Frank 
Miller, Charles Wright, George Fox and 
Charles Whits; that he had served five 





years in the Jackson, Miss.. penitentiary 
for larceny, five years in the same pris-

Estimates of the Election Commission- 
ers Thursday placed the total of <he 
first three days of the city registration 
at 135,799 


9000 under the totai for 1919, 
prohibition amendment brought out the 
biggest registration in the cfty’s his- 
tory, but will be about 7000 more than 
the total for the last presidential elec- 
tion. 

Thursday is the last day for the pres- 
ent registration. -The commissioners ex- 
pect between 25,000 and 30,000 names to 
be added to the lists before the books 
close at 9 p. m. 

The first day’s registration was 49,- 
770. Tuesday added 48,822. Wednesdays 
total is estimated at 37,207, based on 
the averages of the 359 precincts which 
had reported at 10 a. m. Monday’s fig- 
ures averaged 105 to the precinct, Tués- 
day's 104 and Wednesday's 78%. 

Many Students Try to Enroll. 

Judges and clerks from all over the 
city have reported that an unusual 
number of students have presented 
themselves for registration. One of the 
commissioners jocularly remarked he 
couldn't understand this unless “the 
students are all anxious.to vote for 
Schoolmaster Wilson.’’ 

This has caused discussion as _ to 
whether those who have come here from 
ether places may be .registered. The 
matter came to a climax Wednesday af- 
j ternoon when the Democratic and Re- 

publican judges of the Fourth Precinct 
of the Tenth Ward were deadlocked 
over the right of students of Concordia 
Seminary, 3655 South Jefferson avenue. 
to register. 

Commissioner Kortjohn and R. Perry 
Spencer went to the precinct. ° Kort- 
john ruled that each case must stand 
on its merits, but gave the judges some 
advice about their decisions. 

In such schools as Concordia, in 
dental and medical colleges, etc., he 
said, it is apparent that the students 
come here to get their education, not 
knowing whether they will remain here 
afterwards. Whenever they appear to 
be men of maturity and are willing to 
take oath that St. Louis is their resi- 
dence, Kortjohn advised that they be 
allowed to register. 

Mauy Refuse to Give Ages. 

Another ruling of the Election Commis- 
sioners has revealed the curious fact 
that many persons do not register in 
St. Louis because required to give their 
exact ages. Kortiohn said he supposed 
this was because some of these men 
are paying for life insurance at rates 
much lower than they would be required 
to pay if their actual ages were known 
and that these men do not wish to go 
on record.

I recall only 
one of the names, that of a Pittsburg 
banker hamed Mellon, but I understoed 
at the time that the lowest financial 
rating of any of the seven men was 
9450,000. McMullen said the note was 
given him because ready money in Pitts- 
burg was tight. 

Commission to Go for Rent. 
“I asked him what my commission 


for getting the note discounted would 


| be and he said $300. I gave the note to 


Guy Wright and asked him to get it 
discounted and to take my $300 commis- 
sion out of the proceeds, to apply on 
rent due him. I also said I thought he 
could collect some of the balance on 
account of rent due from the Madison 
Oil and Gas Co. 

“He returned it and said the Third 
National Bank preferred not to handle 
the note, although the signatures were 
not questioned. I had previously taken 
it to the Washington National Bunk, 
whose cashier told me he could not 
handle it. 

“I returned the note to McMullen and 
he gave it to Journey, who tried to put 
it through the Grafton Bank and a St.

STRIKING MINERS | 
OPEN FIRE; DARROW 


Union Leaders Go to Sait Lake 
After Sheriff Plans Assault 
on Intrenched Men. 





By Associated Press. 
BINGHAM, Utah, Sept. 19.—Just be- 


fore President Moyer of the Western 
Federation of Miners took the train 
for Salt Lake, to meet the 
Governor, he was notified officially 
py Deputy Sheriff Steele that if the 
army of striking miners holding the 
copper, lead and silver mines did not 
soon evacuate their mountain fortress 


strikers by the deputies. 

Upon hearing of the Sheriff's plan, 
the Governor, with the State Board of 
Labor Conciliation and Arbitration, be- 
gan breaking speed records toward the 
mining camp, anxious to prevent a clash 


of armed men. 
Darrow at Salt Lake. 


An element of mystery was injected 
into the strike by the simultaneous dis- 
appearance of President Moyer, who left 
Bingham this morning, and of Clarence 
S. Darrow, who stopped off at Salt 
Lake on his way East from the coast 
and cannot be found at his hotel. Moyer 
did not appear for the Governor’s con- 
ference at Salt Lake. 

There was much promiscuous firing 
from the pits opposite the Utah Copper 
Mine. About 1000 men were entrenched 
there. George W. Dwyer, superintend- 
ent of the Utah Copper Mine, and some 
of the bookkeepers went to the mine, 
and have not been molested. 

None of the property of the mining 
companies is damaged, and the Utah- 
Apex Co, is working as usual under an 
agreement with the union. 

Fiank Attack Planned, 

Deputy sheriffs are being sent in as 
fast as they can be recruited. It was 
thought that the sheriff's force would 
number 250 men by noon, and it was 
planned to make a flank attack on the 
rifle pits as soon as a sufficient force 
could be mustered and drive the strik- 
ers down the mountain into the canyon. 

While the army, thousan.us_ strong, 
and speaking many tongues, dug breast- 
works, strengthened its picket lines and 
worked out a rough form of military dis- 
cipline, there was activity in the offices 
of the mining companies and the head- 
quarters of the county and State of- 
ficials. 

Gov. Spry has been asked to urge the 
strikers to surrender the mines, give up 
their arms and wait for the success or 
failure of the mine managers in their 
efforts to find means by which their de- 
mands can be granted. 

The miners ask a 25-cent increase in 
pay and recognition of their union. 





Governor Takes Up Utah Miners’ 
Strike Situation, 

SALT LAKH CITY, Utah, Sept. 19.— 
Gov. William Spry reached Salt Lake 
today on a special train to take up the 
Bingham strike situation. 

“The strike is a matter for the civil 
authorities to handle,”’ the Governor 
said. “‘There is a State Board of Labor, 
Conciliation and Arbitration, and it is 
up to that board to take the first steps 
toward a settlement.”’ 

The Governor had planned to consult 
with Secretary of State Tingey, Attor- 
ney-General Barnes, Adjutant-General 
Wedgewood, Sheriff Sharp and the 
Board of Conciliation. It was possible, 
he said, that officials of the Western 
Federation of Miners and representatives 
of the mine operators may be called 
into the conference.

Previously, Hadley’s loyalty to the 
regular Republican catse was vouch- 
safed by Bank Examiner Swanger. 

Swanger told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that he believed the Governor: 
had merely awaited the present oppor- 
tunity to announce his position. 

“The Republican mémbers of the State 
administration are going to take off 
their coats to aid in the success of the 
party nominees, national, State an: 
county,’’ said Swanger. ‘Managers of 
the so-called third party movement in 
Missouri went too far when they nomi- 

*-nated State and local tickets. If they 
“had stopped after putting the national 
electoral ticket In the field for Roosevelt, 
I believe they would have been stronger 
by 15,000 or 20,000 votes. 

“In my own county they are going 
to put up a ticket and that will be 
enough to finish them. Th: Bull Moose 
is simply a protest against the nomina- 
ition of Mr. Taft and its platform scarce 
ly differs with that of the Republican 
purty in essential details. 

Looks for a Close Race. 

“Of course, the Democrats think they 
will havé a walkover in the November 
election. Well, they won't. It cannot 
be denied that probably 90 per cent 
of the Bull Moose strength in the coun- 
try districts is made up of former Re- 
publicans, but outside of Western move- 
ment the Roosevelt movement is not 
formidable. Candidate McKinley will 
give Attorney-General Major a close race 
and will, I am confident, be elected.” 

According to Thomas K. Niedringhaus, 
the leader of the Roosevelt forces in 
Missouri, prior to the Chicago conven- 
tion, the ‘“‘Bull Moose is dying fast.” 

Otto Stifel was enthusiastic enough 
to predict that Taft will carry Missouri. 
Chairman Elvins has invited the Re- 
publican chieftains, including Gov. Had- 
ley to a dinner at the Planters Hotel 
Monday. The love feast will be fol- 
lowed by a mass meeting at night, prob- 
ably in the Odeon Theater.

VOTE OF TEACHERS. 
LIKELY 10 DECIDE 
PAYDAY QUESTION 


Probably Will Get Choice as to 
How Often They Shall Re- 
ceive Salary. 





MASS MEETING 





IS HELD 





Motion Passed Asking for Money 
10, Instead of 8, Times 
a Year. 





Whether the teachers in the public 
schools shall have 10 paydays a year 
instead of eight, as under the present 
system, probably will be referred to a 
vote of all the teachers, according to 
Rhodes E. Cave, president of the Board 
of Education. Cave said that when a 
similar referendum was made seven or 
eight years ago a majority favored the 
eight paydays. 

Miss Amélia Fruchte, teacher of liter- 
ature at Central High School, thinks the 
teachers have changed their mind since 
then and ascribes the change largely to 
the suggestion given prominence in the 
Post-Dispatch that more frequent pay- 
days are to be desired. 

Miss Fruchte put a motion asking for 
the 10 paydays at a mass meeting of 
teachers at Central High Wednesday 
afternoon, at -which several hundred 
teachers were present. It was passed 
almost unanimously. The purport of the 
motion will be presented to the Board 
of Education. 

“I think the board will do what most 
of the teachers desire in this matter,” 
Cave said, Thursday. “Some of the 
teachers favor the eight-payday system 
because they draw a larger sum each 
time than they would under the other 
system. This is true particularly in the 
summer, when the June payday -is relied 
upon for vacation money. Others find it 
more convenient to be paid oftener. They 
will have to decide for themselves.” 

According to Miss Fruchte, the elght- 
payday system is a frequent source of 
embarrassment to the teachers. It 
amounts toa pay check for every five 
school weeks. ’* 

Annoyed by Bilis. 

“This means,’ said Miss Fruchte, 
“that many of them do not get their 
money until after the first of the month. 
Their bills come in before the first, and 
often they are annoyed because they 
cannot meet these bills promptly. Un- 
der the 10-payday system this inconve- 
nience would be done away with. 

“The Post-Dispatcth has earned the 
gratitude of many teachers who feel this 
way about it, because ‘of the paper’s 
advocacy for more frequent payment. 
I believe that a great majority of the 
teachers will be found to have indorsed 
the ideas of the Post-Dispatch when the 
matter is submitted to a referendum.” 

Wednesday’s meeting was called by 
the Teachers’ Fellowship Society. Prin- 
cipal Georges N. 
School presided, with Miss Martha M. 
Krebs, Hempstead School, as secretary. 
The roll showed 419 teachers present. 

Principal W. J. Stevens of tie Eugene 
Field School opposed Miss Fruchte’s mo- 
tion. Principal Edward H. Christie of 
the Hodgen School replied to his argu- 
ments. Principal William Gunnerson of 
the Dozier School supported Stevens. 

Illustrated by Charts, 

Stevens illustrated his talk with 
charts, using a $1000 salary as a basis. 
He argued that under 
system the gain from the use of the 
money would be only 60 cents to the 
holder of such a salary, reckoning the 
interest for the use of the money at 
€ per cent. He said the proposed sys- 
tem would give irregular salaries. 

Stevens deciared the teachers were 
getting too much publicity, adding that 
few know how they are paid by the 
day and not by the mouth. 

Christie met this argument with that 
of the annoyance of not getting paid on 
the first of every month and pointed out 
that many teachers are inconvenienced 
under the present system because they 
will not get their first month’s pay this 
year until Oct. 6.

Pre-Convention Wilson Cam- 
paign Fund Contributed .by 
Candidate’s Friends. 








IS HOME TO _- REGISTER 





Treasurer Says More Funds Are 
Needed to Carry On the 
Democratic Fight. 





Rolla Wells, treasurer of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee and former 
Mayor, arrived in St. Louis Thursday 


to register for the November election. 
He timed his trip from New York to 
the committee’s branch héadquarters in 
Chicago so as to permit him to be in 
this city on the last of the four regis- 
tration days. 

In a talk with a Post-Dispatch report- 
er Mr. Wells emphatically denied a re- 
port, emanating from Washington, that 
the illness of Chairman McCombs of 
the National Committee was to a cer- 
tain extent feigned, and that its real 
explanation lay in friction which made 
it undesirable for him to continue the 
active work of the chairmanship. The 
report, as published in Republican pa- 
pers, also contained an intimation that 
McCombs had obtained funds for Wil- 
son’s pre-convention campaign from 
some source connected with the New 
York police graft. 

Graft Story False. 

“This story is utterly false,” said Mr. 
Wells. “Mr. McCombs was under a 
great physical and nervous strain be- 
fore the convention and the prolonged 
contest there disabled him. He was 
stricken with a very severe intestinal 
trouble and was unable for a time even 
to see his friends. I hesitated to call 
on him, because I thought he ought not 
to be worried with business matters, 
and when I finally did so I found him 
so weak that 10 minutes’ conversation 
utterly exhausted him. He is still in 
bad shape. 

“TI know that Gov. Wilson and other 
party leaders are eager for Mr. Mc- 
Combs’ speedy recovery, and that were 
he in good health there would be no 
thought of shifting his work to anyone 
else. 

“As to the sources of the Wilson pre- 
convention fund I am confident that the 
voluntary contributions of Gov. Wil- 
son’s friends and admirers throughout 
the country account for the whole 
amount. I regard the intimation of 
any connection with the New York po- 
lice scandal as absurd and wholly un- 
warranted.’’ 

Present Position Hard One. 

Mr. Wells declared his present position 
the hardest job he ever had. 

“As Mayor,’’ he said, “I had the 
charter and plenty of precedent to 
guide me. In my present place I have 
had no charter and no precedent. I 
had to take hold, and take charge of 

work already done at the same 
time that I had to map out the plan 
for the campaign. I have taken my 
former secretary in the Mavyor’s office, 
James G. McConkey, to New York to 
aid in the work, and he has been a 
great help. 

“We are not getting in as much 
money as I would like to get, but the 
old campaigners tell me I must not 
worry about that, as the money gen- 
erally comes in with a rush near the 
close of the campaign. I believe that 
a great deal will come, both in small 
end large amounts, from men who, re- 
eardless of former party ties, wish to 
see Wilsno win this year. 

“While popular subscriptions in small 
amounts are to be encouraged, the time 
is so short that we cannot depend 
wholly on these. We must receive funds 
from the various State Committees, and 
those committees, while raising money 
fcr their local uses, should contribute 
to the national fund. T shall urge this 
upon the finance department of the 
Missouri State Committee during my 
stay in St. Louls the next twu days. 

State’s Ald Necessary. 

In the past the National Committee 
has made its expenditures. partly 
through state committees in certain 
states. That plan may be followed this 
year in some cases, but it ts first neces- 
sary that the state shall contribute to 
the National Committée. 

“The responsibility, more than the 
actual work, of the treasurership, is a 
great strain. We have adopted the pol- 
icy of publicity, and we are constantly 
considering, not so much the showing 
we may make in some future congres- 
sional inquiry, as the necessity of strict- 
ly observing the law. If we do that we 
need not worry about future inquiries.” 
The political situation was declared 
by Mr. Wells to be very encouraging. 
He said it was too early to speak of 
New York, as the nominations for Gov- 
ernor there might have an important 
bearing on the presidential contest. He 
indorsed Gov. Wilson's statement that 
the nomination of Oscar Straus by the 
New York Progressives has “put the 
Democrats on their mettle.”’

AIRSHIPS SO EFFECTIVE, 
WAR MANEUVERS END 


Every Move of Rival British 
Armies Reported, So Neither 
Side Can Gain Advantage. 


CAMBRIDGE, England, Sept. 19.—The 
science of aviation has proved so effect- 
ive that an official announcement was 
issued that the army maneuvers had 
been abandoned and that a military 
conference would be held here to ad- 
judge the resujts and explain the ces- 
sation of operations. 

This surprising situation has arisen 
from the fact that the rival armies have 
reached a state of stalemate. OWing to 
the effective air scouting, entailing a 
constant change of tactics, no broad 
plan of action has been possible. A 
series of minor engagements were 
fought, but the exhausted armies were 
still in such positions that neither was 
able to claim that it had won an ad- 
vantage and the only possible move 
Was a pitched battle at the bayonet 
point. The King was in the saddle for 
many hours, watching the operations. 

The British army maneuvers began 
Monday and were scheduled to continue 
until Sept. ®. A flying corps, made up 
of one airship squadron and two aero- 
plane squadrons, was aftached to each 
army.

The agual deep concern for the laboring man's 
financial welfare is being shown by the owners of 
tariff-protected monopolies. A fair sample of this 
beautiful, unselfish solicitude is afforded by Frank 
A. Munsey, who is interested in the Stee] Trust. 
Incident to buying the New York Press for Moose 
purposes, Mr. Munsey declares he is for Col. 
Roosevelt because his election “would mean the 
continuation of a tariff that protects the Amert- 
can wage against the cheap wage abroad.” 

Has the laboring man himself.ever been heard 
to clamor for more and more tariff protection for 
the Steel Trust and the other giant monopolies 
which have fattened upon tariff-protected prices? 
Has he ever clamored for his own tariff “pro- 
tection ?”’ 

Has the laboring man ever lobbied for a sched- 
ule? Has the laboring man ever wined and dined 
Representatives and Senators and maintained a 
“Third House” at Washington? Has labor held 
secret closet conferences with tariff-makers such 
as Aldrich and Cannon and their predecessors? 
Did labor ever frame a tariff bill or write in a 
schedule? Was the horny hand of labor ever de- 
tected in a “joker”? Did labor ever bribe a tariff 
maker? | 

Was it the working man who resorted to such 
makeshifts as the Tariff Board to delay or abort 
attempts at tariff reform? 

Is it the workingman who insists upon paying 
the high cost of living? Is it the workingman 
who insists that he is well off with what he has? 
Does he cry out that he is content with his wage 
and that he must be “protected” in his present 
“prosperity”? Is it he who says “let well enough 
alone”?

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: “On the Stock Ex- 
change trading was less active, but 
prices held well, with some fair gains 
for the day. The best prices were made 
in the early trading, when some of the 
standard stocks advanced nearly a 
point. The industrial issues were ac-
